There is also a shortage of doc- 
tors. All this means that there must be many Canadians who are ill and 
are not receiving adequate care because of the lack of hospital beds, nurses, 
and doctors, The situation appeared to grow acute during the war, and to 
have failed to right itself since. Surveys have shown that the problem is 
not confined to any one section of the country, but is general all across 
Canada, and it is obviously a matter of national interest to plan some action 


to improve the situation. ‘

A great deal of a 
nation’s progress depends upon the physical well being of its people and 
Canada’s health problem should not be allowed to grow more acute,

In 1941, the census-takers of the! people, 
Dominion government placed Al-! 
berta’s population at 796,169, In 1946, | 
the census-takers placed Alberta's 
population at 803,330—a gain of 
slightly over 7,000. 

In 1941, the census-takers placed 
Saskatchewan’s population at 895,- 
992, In 1946, they placed Saskatche- 
wan’s population at 832,688—a loss! 
of more than 63,000. 

In 1941, the census-takers placed 
Manitoba’s population at 729,774. In 
1946, they placed Manitoba’s popula-| 
tion at 726,923 — a loss of nearly| 
3,000. 

On paper, it looks as though Al- 
berta, alone among the three prairie 
provinces, gained population during 
the war. But it must be recalled that 
in the five-year interval between the 
1941 census and that of 1946, births;

WASHINGTON.—The Government 
shortly will test a German machine 
whose inventors claim it could cure 
a variety of ailments — including 
asthma and migraine headaches— 
with ionized air.

The machine, in a state of disre- 
pair, was brought here from the 
University of Frankfurt medical 
school after the war. It is called a 
“unipolar ionized air apparatus.” 

Its heart is a tube of magnesium 


which, when heated to incandescence, | 


gives off electrically charged par- 
ticles which are picked up by an air 
stream shot past the tube. The pa- 
tient inhales the ionized air through 
a@ special mask.

Pasmo of Flax 

Pasmo is the latest disease of 
flax to attract attention in Western 
Canada. Tho disease has been 
known in Manitoba for several 
years, but it did not appear in 
Saskatchewan until 1946, It has 
not been found in Alberta. 

What is Pasmo? Pasmo is a 
fungus disease of flax. It causes 
a premature ripening and drying of 
the seed. The disease first appears 
as small, brown spots on the leaves. 
Later, the diseased leaves tend to 


fall off, and distinct brown spots 
appear on the stem. These spots 
enlarge and join together to encircle 
the stem. Finally, alternate bands 
of brown and green are formed 
These mosaic bands make it easy 


to. recognize Pasmo late in the 
season. ry 

Control. Unfortunately, none of 
the commonly-grown varieties of 
flax are resistant to Pasmo. Viking is 
classified as extremely susceptible; 
Redwing is quite susceptible; and 
Royal is less susceptible than Red- 
wing. The reaction of the new 
variety Dakota is similar to that of 
Royal. « 

An important control measure 
for Pasmo is to keep flax several 
years apart in rotation. Another 
is to completely turn under flax 
stubble as soon as possible after 
harvest — providing this does not 
interfere with sdil conservation 
practices. These measures also hel) 
to control flax rust. 

Seed treatment with a mercury 
dust (Ceresan or Leytosan) is 
strongly recommended for flax, but 
it will not completely control seed- 
borne Pasmo. Sanitation and the 
use of good, clean seed will continue 
to be the most important contro] 
Measures until varieties of flax 
resistant to Pasmo are developed. 

Identification. Farmers, country 
grain buyers, and others are asked 
to send specimens of Paso, or ‘of 
flax plants which appear to be 
affected by Pasmo, to Line Eleva- 
tors Farm Service, Winnipeg, for 
identification. Or, forward them 

‘ directly to your nearest Dominion 
Laboratory of Plant Pathology 
(Winnipeg, Saskatoon or Edmon- 
ton).
